During the conference of the
Conservative leaders, which followed the
visit, the secretary called again, this time
in the royal carriage, and had a second
talk with the Marquis ot Salisbury. The
eudeavors of her majesty to bring about
au understanding between the Liberal
and Conservative leaders that the former
may continue in office, or the latter take
office and carry on the government, are
unceasing. Mr. Winn, the Conservative
Whig in the House o! Commons, has
gone to confer with Sir Stafford Xorth-eot- e.

Association.
Newark, N. J., June 22. The ath-

letic contests of the North American
Turner Bund and Fest opened yesterday
at the Shooting Park. At 9 o clock in
the morning there were exercises in free
turning and calisthenics, which were par-
ticipated in by a large number of Turn-
ers from all over the United States. At
11 o'clock Chief Teacher Brosins, of the
Milaukee Turn Teachers' Seminary
called the prize Turners to order and
made an address giving the rules for the
prize turning and requesting all to com-
ply with them. The contestants were
then marched around the grounds, after
which they proceeded to .the apparatus
fixed for the sports, where they were put
through a series oi athletic exercises. It
is impossible to give any of the results, as
they will not be made known until Tues-
day evening, when the prizes will be
awarded, but the Milwaukee, Blooming-dale- ,

New York, Indianapolis, Chicago,
Cincinnati and Davenport Turners were
admitted to have made the best records.
There were 5000 persons in the park, and
in the afternoon and evening 3000.

The athletic games were resumed at
the Turners' Bunderfest this morning. In
the high jumping contests Heinrich
Lytzava, of West St. Louis, made the
best record, scoring five feet six inches.
In climbing the rope, Charles Kammer,
of New Yoik, ascended forty-- e ght feet
overhand aiid Mr. Kleneck, of Iowa,
thirty-fou- r J'cet. In the long jumping
contents, oue of the New York Turners
made nineteen feet six inches and Henry
Leinwan, ot New York, eighteen feet
four inches. The best record for a

ras made by Mr. Oertel,
of Philadelphia, who scored forty feet
three inches. Mr. Mark, of Harlem, was
second, covering thirty-eig- feet. To-
night there was prize singing by the
Turner societies.

Large crowds were upon the grounds
all the afternoon. So far it appears that
the first prize lor teams will be secured
by either the Caicago, New York, New-
ark or St. Louis team, and that the sec-
ond prize will be secured by either the
Milwaukee or Davenport, Ia., team. A
notable feature of the afternoon per-
formances was an exhibition drill in cal-
isthenics by the pupils ot the school
of the Newark Turn Verein. This
evening Max Sachs, chairman of the
Committe of Arrangements, fell from
the grand stand and dislocated his hip.
This evening there was singing by the
Turner societies of Newark, Philadel-
phia and other places. To-nig- the
Chicago Turners held a meeting at the
Academy of Music, which was largely
attended. Speeches were made by Mayor
Haynes, of Newark, Eniil Holchster, of
Chicago, and others. there
will be a parade of the societies through
the principal streets, an address by Gov.
